A PROCLAMATION 


For the due obſervance of the Charter and Priviledges lately granted to the Governour and Company of 
Merchants trading to the Canaria-Iſlands.

NExaf res the Merchants of this Dur Kingdom trading to the Seven Jllands formerly called the 
SW F ortunace Iſlands, and now known by the name of the Canary-Iſlands, and moze particularly by the 
5 Pra AD" names of Grand Canaria, Theneriffe, Palma, Leanſerot, Fuerte Ventura, Gomera, & Hierro, did heretofoze 
am E377 carrp on that Trade, to the great benefit and advantage of Our good Subjects, by Expoꝛting great 
ST Ma" quantities of the Native Commodities, and other the Manukattures of this Dur Kingdom, and in 
VN * Exchange thereof Ampoꝛting the Wines and other Goods there, reteibed at ſuch Bates that the 
ſame were uſually Detailed at very eaſie and moderate P2ices; But of late years it hath ſo fallen 
out, by reaſon of the irregular ſt diſozderly Trading of Retailers and other perſons no ways experi⸗ 

enced in that Trade and of their ertraozdinary and unſeaſonable reſoꝛt unto the ſaid Allands with an unuſual number 
of Shipz, That the Pzicesofthoſe Wines have been exceedingly enhanced, and the Commodities and Panufactures of 
Dur Kingdoms debaſed in their value, by the Ynhabitantsor the ſaid Jllands; and Dur Subjects entozced to pap foꝛ 
a great part of thoſe Wines with Pieces of Eight, to the decay of the Trade, and decreaſe of the Treaſure of Pur Bing⸗ 
doings. Fo2 pꝛebention of which miſchief,CUe were gracioufly pleaſed by Dur Letters Patents, bearing date the Seven⸗ 
teenth dap of March laſt paſt, to erect a Cozpozation, by the name of T he Governour and Company of Merchants 1 rading to 
the Canary- Iflands, tonſiſting oł ſeberal Merchants therein particularly named, and all other Dur Engliſh Subjects who 
habe lived in the ſaid Jllands as Merchants o2 Fattourg, and were in Trade thither at the time or the Gꝛant of Dur 
ſaid Letters Patents ; oꝛ have fo? Seven years laſt paſt traded thither, to the value of One thouſand pounds a pear, 
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o2 upwards, being meer Perchants, and no Retailers, noz of any other P2ofeſſion, and ſuch as at any time hereafter 


ſhould be admitted as Members of the ſaid Company, accozding to the tenour of Dur ſaid Letters Patents: which ſaid 


Coꝛpoꝛation Cie were gracioully pleaſed likewiſe toendovo with ſeveral neceſſary P2iviledges and Ymmunities foꝛ the 
better enabling ol them to carry on the Regulation of the ſain Trade, granting unto the ſaid Tompany the whole.. 
entire, and ſol? Trade to at, and from the ſaid Pflands; and roith general Pꝛohibitions and Reſtraints of all others; 
not being Members ol che ſaid Coꝛpoꝛation, to Trade oz Traf kick to, at, oz from the ſaid Illands fo Canary Wines, 
02 any other Goods whatſoever, o2 to Impoꝛt from any other Poꝛt oz place into any of Dur Dominions any Wines. . 
Goods, o: Merchandiſes of the G2ovoth, P2oduction, oz Mani ifacture of the ſaid Iflands, oz any of them, contrary to 


the tenour of Our ſaid Letters Patents. Ale therefoze reſolb ing to encourage and ſuppoꝛt the ſaid Cozpozation, and 


not to ſuffer any violation oꝛ diminution of thoſe Pziviledges which Ale have granted unto them foꝛ the ends afozeſaid, 


Do hereby publiſh Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure unto all pezſons, as well Subjects as Strangers, ſtraitly charging. 


and commanting them and every of them, That they pꝛelume not at any time hereafter to do, oꝛ attempt any 
thing againſt the Rights and Pꝛiviledges of the ſaid Company, oꝛ in derogation of Dur Charter and Letters Patents 
to them granted, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. And tothe end that the Charter and Government 
of the ſaid Fellovoſhip may be the better put in execution, And) to the intent that all Offenders againſt the ſame may be 


diſcovered and bꝛought to Juſtite, and ſuch puniſhment inflicted upon them foz ſuch their cffences, as by the ſaid Chax- 


ter, and other the Oꝛders and Conſtitutions of the ſaid Compeiny ought to be inflictedon ſuch as wilfully and contemp⸗ 


tuoudy tranſgreſs againſt Dur Charter and this Dur Pꝛotcla mation; Jn purſuance of the ſame, We do further by 


and with the Advice of Dur Pꝛiby Council hereby Ulill and Command, as well the Judges of Dur High Courts of 
Admiralty. as the Marſhal and under-Dfficers of the ſame, as alſo all and every Our Farmers oz'Commiſitoners of 
Dur Cuſtoms koꝛ the time being, and the Searchersof Our Cuſtoms in all Poꝛts of Dur Dominions, and the ſeveral 


Officers of what kind ſoeber belonging to, and attending the her vite of Dur Cuſtoms; as alſo all Dur Admirals,Uice- 


Admirals, Commanders, Captains, and Dfficers whatſoever of any of Dur Royal Ships, oꝛ any of Dur Caſtles, 
Blockhouſes, and Foꝛts reſpectively, and all other Dur Officers and Miniſters in their ſeveral places; to be aiding and 


aſſitiing unto the laid Governour and Company of Merchants trading into the Canary Illands. and all ſuch as they 
ſhall employ, in all matters and things tending to the Suppoztation of the Government of the ſaid Company, and Re-- 
gulation of their Trade, and fo? pzeſervation of their Pziviledges, Jurildictions and Immunities by Dur Nopal. 
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Charter to them granted as afoꝛelaid. 
Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Twenty fifth day of May 1665. in the.. Seventeenth year of Our Reign.
